KANSAS CITY AP - 
An ex­ 
plosion wracked 
an outboard 
engine of a Continental Airlines 
je t and hurled debris Into the 
wing and fuselage early to­ 
day, forcing the pilot to abort a 
take-off for Denver. 
The 22 passengers and 7 crew 
members of Flight 11 fled the 
aircraft moments later. There 
were no injuries. 
The four-engine Boeing 720B 
had 
started its takeoff run 
when the explosion occurred. 
Deputy Fire Chief 
John H. 
Wass said 
fire started In the 
outboard 
engine after the ex­ 
plosion and spread to the in­ 
board engine. He said debris 
punctured 
the wing and outer 
skin of the fuselage , but none 
entered the passenger compart­ 
ment. 
The pilot, Capt. Ray R. Jeh- 
lik, referred to the explosion 
as a 
“ loud report." He 
cut 
the power to the engines, braked 
and turned the aircraft onto a 
taxiway. The passengers and 
crew were evacuated by em er­ 
gency chutes. 
Witnesses 
said the flames 
shot high over the plane. 
One passenger was Miss Di­ 
ane Haynes, Prairie Village, 
Kan., 
who was 
enroute to 
Denver to take a job. 
“ I heard something," she said 
"looked out and saw sparks and 
then large 
flames come out of 
the engine. I grabbed a man's 
hand who was sitting 
next to 
me and thought: ‘Oh Lord,I've 
had It.» " 
She said a voice over the in­ 
tercom system told passengers 
to move toward the front of the 
plane. This 
was before 
the 
craft had stopped. Passengers 
left by sliding down an Inflat­ 
able escape slide. 
Miss Haynes said there was no 
panic among the passengers, 
except one man 
was nearly 
frantic 
when he became sep­ 
arated 
from 
his 7-year-old 
daughter. She added, the girl, 
whose name she did not know, 


was excited but "she took it 
like a trooper." 
After 
being evacuated from 
the plane , 
the passengers 
said they were told to run away 
from the plane. Some said they 
could feel the heat from the 
blaze as they left the plane. 
Reis R. Kash, a chief warrant 
officer with the Department of 
the Army in Washington re ­ 
ported: 
" I was dozing and I thought 
a tire had blown. There was 
an explosion and the plane be­ 
gan to veer erratically. I saw 
a ball of fire on the right wing 
and someone veiled “ We're on 
fire ." 
He 
said there was a consid­ 
erable amount of smoke. 
"When we left the plane the 
fire crew motioned to the pas­ 
sengers to get away from the 
plane."

The recent series of articles 
on Medicare published in the 
Daily Standard, and prepared by 
the SEMO County Medical So­

The program as outlined in 
the articles, represented the 
medical society of four coun­ 
ties, 
Scott, Stoddard, 
New 
Madrid and Mississippi. 
Each physician is responsible 
for the way medicare functions, 
and he alone - decides whether 
you should be hospitalized and 
for how long. 
For those persons 65 years, 
who have not signed 
for 
the 
voluntary plan for medicare, 
may do so until May 31, which 
calls for a $3 per month pay­ 
ment.

o r woman additional services. 
No nursing home care will 
be included in any plan before 
Jan. 1, 1967. All nursing homes 
included in medicare must be 
approved, and must have 
an 
agreement with the hospital for 
the transfer of patients 
and 
interchange of medical records. 
As of this date the medical 
society has not worked out 
a 
specific plan for 
home visits. 
Three of the four counties, 
Mississippi, New Madrid and 
Scott, have health departments 
that can fill in the gap until 
a permanent plan can be de­ 
veloped. 
Medicare does not specify 
any continuous home nursing 
care, but the law states that in­ 
termittent 
nursing 
care and 
parttim e services of a home 
health aide, shall be included.

The regulatory agency will be 
made up of five existing agen­ 
cies: 
The Division of Geological 
Survey and Water Resources, 
Division of Commerce and In­ 
dustrial Development, Public 
Service 
Commission, 
Water 
Polution Board and the Uni­ 
versity of Missouri.

The state geologist will be 
the administrator. Any appeals 
will be handled by the Public 
Service Commission. 
D rillers will be required to 
identify themselves, report the 
location and production of their 
wells and supply sample cores 
from their operations. 
They will also be required to 
case their wells to prevent pol­ 
lution of water—a special prob­ 
lem in southeastern Missouri 
where underground water sup­ 
plies are close to the surface.

CAPE K2ENEDY, Fla. AP — 
The launching of the Gemini 
9 astronauts on a rendezvous 
and space-walk mission was 
postponed today for at least two 
weeks when their Agena target 
satellite failed to achieve orbit. 
An Atlas rocket blazed away 
from Cape Kennedy at 11:15 
a.m. EDT to propel the Agena 
into space. But eight minutes 
later, mission director Wil­ 
liam C. Schneider reported: 
“ We have lost the Agena bird. 
We don’t know exactly what 
happened to it. The Gemini 
will not fly today." 
He then scrubbed the launch 
of Gemini 9 pilots Thomas E. 
Stafford and Eugene A. Cernan, 
who were to have spent three 
days in space practicing man­ 
euvers essential to Apollo man - 
to-the-moon trips. 
For Stafford, it was the sec­ 
ond sim ilar disappointment. He 
and Navy Capt. Walter M. Schir- 
ra Jr. were in the Gemini 6 
spacecraft last Oct. 
25 and 
had their mission postponed 
when their Agena target satel­ 
lite exploded six minutes after 
liftoff. 
There was no immediate re ­ 
action from the astronauts on 
the scrubbing of their space 
flight — one of the most daring 
and difficult ever attempted. 
During their three clays in 
space, they were to have prac­ 
ticed several rendezvous and 
docking techniques 
with 
the 
Agena, attempted space rescue 
m issions, fired the Agena en­ 
gines to change orbits, and 
Cernan was to have made a 
record 2-hour, 25-minute space 
walk. 
The National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration said Mon­ 
day that if the Agena failed to 
achieve orbit, Stafford and C er­ 
nan would have to wait at least 
two weeks until an alternate 
satellite could be placed on the 
launch pad. 
This satellite, called an alter­ 
nate target docket adaptor AT- 
DA is not as sophisticated as 
the Agena. It has no propul­ 
sion system. It was built after 
the Gemini 6 failure for just 
such an emergency. 
Today the Atlas rocket had 
lifted off 15 minutes late be­ 
cause of a fueling problem with 
the Agena. Pressure apparently 
dropped in a nitric acid line 
and the crew was unable to 
load as quickly as planned. 
The Atlas launch appeared to 
be normal as the silvery pro­ 
jectile darted out over the At­ 
lantic Ocean. 
About two minutes into the 
flight, mission control at Hous-

T o increase Taxes 
U nless S pending C ut

Congressman Paul C. Jones 
told 
a 
public 
gathering 
at the Senior high school cafe- 
torium last night, "taxes are 
sure to go up this year, unless 
congress is able to cut federal 
spending." 
There were more than 150 
persons present. 
The meeting was sponsored 
by the Sikeston Chamber 
of 
Commerce, and was in form of 
a panel discussion that included 
local business and professional 
leaders composed of, Mayor 
Kendali Sikes, Charles Mat­ 
thews, Bill Huff, Fielding Po­ 
tashnick and bruce Lewis. 
The questions concerned fed­ 
eral taxes, spending control, 
labor control, the war in Viet 
Nam, foreign aid, and others. 
In his opening rem arks Jones 
stated that too many people 
take the attitude, "they 
don't 
like politics, but these 
are 
the ones that should take the 
interest." 
Charles 
Matthews 
was the 
first panelist who questioned the 
congressman: 
"What 
interest 
have 
our 
legislators shown in our 
tax 
structure and what effect will 
it 
have 
on 
our 
national 
economy? 
Jones answer: 
"There will have to be an in­ 
crease, or else reduce our fed­ 
eral 
spending. The national 
economist, 
Walter 
H ellar's 
theory has been that our 
in­ 
creased economy growth would 
take 
care of any increased 
spending. This however has not 
proven out, as we have had to 
increase our debt limit almost 
yearly. 
"Taking off several taxable 
item s, and a small reduction 
in taxes have caused Congress 
to seek other revenue. It is a 
well known fact in Washing* 


ton, there is no such thing as 
a part-tim e tax. 
He predicted that before too 
long there would be a modified 
tax structure, "but on the oth­ 
er hand large corporations have 
their lawyers to find loopholes 
to be worked on." 
"Today the debt limit is $320 
billion and our annual interest 
is $12 billion annually. 
"Let me say here and now,

lawmaker came to me and said 
he had to vote for it, because 
he needed his job and had re­ 
ceived 
support 
from his 
labor constituents back home. 
"T here will be some changes 
made on the present wage and 
hour bill that will give relief to 
the sm all business and farm ers 
where a hardship is created. 
Bill Huff, 
another panelist, 
"where are we going on this 
farm bill?" 
Jones answered, "people who 
produce cotton in the future will 


not receive more than 25 cents 
per pound, after which all con­ 
trols will come off. 
Speaking on a shortage of food 
supply he said, there was no 
danger in a shortage for our own 
nation. The surplus food was 
being taken care of through a 
food 
for 
freedom program. 
"The farm ers will be allowed 
to grow more food." 
Speaking on rent subsidy he 
said there was a $12 million 
program passed, with another 
$20 million proposed, but the 
latter may be defeated in the 
Senate. 
The congressman was asked 
a question on a minor bill, but 
in answer to the question, "I 
must confess that I do not know 
too much on it, as I have no 
committee connection, and the 
fact that there were 16,000 bills 
introduced this year, there is 
little time to study them ." 
Mayor Kendall Sikes 
asked 
whether the sewer and

the same basic strategic pattern: seize a beach­ 
head; then reach out from this base to subvert 
other countries, especially those with weak 
government. 
In the Russia of 1917, the communist beachheads 
were Moscow and St. Petersburg. In China, 
the communist beachhead was a province called 
Yenan where Mao Tse-tung built-up strength and 
influence to seize China. Recently, the com­ 
munists gained their beachhead in Africa through 
the bloody revolution in Zanzibar. 
But the communist beachhead of greatest con­ 
cern to every American is the one established 
in Cuba. Made safe by the folly of U. S. foreign 
policy, the communists spin a web of subversion 
and revolution extending to every nation south of 
the U. S. border. In Panama, vital U. S. interests 
have been directly challenged. There will never 
be a cure for this situation until Castro is 
expelled from Cuba, and freedom is restored 
there. 
Castro agents have been arrested and exposed 
in nearly every Latin American nation: Peru 
and Bolivia uncovered whole organizations of 
them; Venezuela, once a defender of Castro, had 
to call out the army merely to protect a pres­ 
idential election against Castro terrorists. 
Brave words have been spoken about confining 
Castro’s ugly revolution to Cuba. This cannot be 
done. There is no substitute for the Monroe 
Doctrine — so long a cornerstone of our foreign 
policy, but now abandoned — which declared that 
no foreign power would be allowed to extend 
its system to the Western Hemisphere. As long 
as the communist beachhead rem ains in Cuba, 
the Monroe Doctrine will be a dead letter. 
All of communism’s victories have been won be­ 
cause free men did not stand firm . Castro 
could have been overthrown during the Bay of 
Pigs invasion if the U. S. had lent air support. 
Now it will be much more difficult to overthrow 
him, and as the years pass it will become still 
more difficult. If we could not or would not keep 
communism out of the Western Hemisphere in 
the first place, we will hardly be able to keep 
it from spreading from its base in Cuba. 
War is not the only way to get Castro out of 
Cuba; there is another way, and we have already 
found that it works. A tight blockade of Cuba 
could prevent revolutionary agents from getting 
out and Russian supplies from getting in. 
We could give our full support to the Cuban 
patriots who are resolved to free Cuba of 
Castro. Cuba is full of men today whose fathers 
knew the tyranny of Spain and whose sons seem 
fated to live out their lives under the new tyranny 
of communism. But that fate can be changed if we 
w ill act. By saving Cuba, we will also save our­ 
selves. 
Some say that a blockade would be an “ act of 
war.” But whatever 
Kosygin may say, it is 
obvious that he is not going to risk his homeland 
for Fidel Castro. He knows he would have no 
homeland if he actually carried out the threat to

use Soviet rockets in Fidel’s defense. 
Meanwhile, Fidel Castro continues to challenge 
the United States. The recent challenge to basic 
American rights in Panama is the work of 
Castro-trained agents and agitators. Secretary 
of the Army Cyrus Vance announced the arrest 
of a number of these troublemakers during 
the anti-American demonstrations in Panama, 
though the government of Panama later tried 
to hush this up. The suddenness and violence 
of the outbreak in Panama cannot be fully 
explained by its alleged cause: the raising of 
an American flag by school children in the 
Panama Canal zone. Castro had been waiting 
to use such an incident to undermine U. S. 
interests in Panama. 
Panama’s incredible claims to the canal should 
be treated with the scorn they deserve. It is one 
thing to seek negotiations about how much Pana­ 
manian workers should be paid, and how large 
a share of the canal tolls should go to Panama; 
it is quite another matter for Panama to demand 
the canal itself. If the U. S. retreats in the 
face of demands which amount to little less 
than outright robbery, it will deserve the con­ 
tempt it will undoubtedly receive from other 
nations in the world. 
As long as the communist beachhead remains in 
Cuba, there will be more crises such as that 
which took place in Panama. 
In the short run, we must protect our rights in 
Panama; in the long run, we must restore the 
Monroe Doctrine and get Castro out of Cuba 
if we are to defeat the communist-beachhead- 
strategy for the Americas. 
Americans may well ask: what can I, one 
person, do to change a foolish foreign policy? 
Public opinion still rules in this country, and 
public opinion is still the sum total opinion of 
all Americans who concern themselves with 
public issues and who make their views known.

THE ONCE AND FUTURE CANDIDATE 
Perennial losers inspire affection and even 
acquire a certain majesty. Don Quixote, Charlie 
Brown and the New York Mets, all creatures 
of fiction, spring readily to mind. And so, in 
real life, does Harold E. Stassen, who will try 
to win the Republican nomination for governor 
of Pennsylvania today. 
Stassen began his political career at the top 
and worked his way down. Governor of Minnesota 
at age 31, keynoter of the 1940 Republican 
Convention at 33, Stassen was the archetypal 
“ boy wonder.*’ He is still something of a wonder, 
a reassuring symbol of continuity in the fickle 
world of politics. 
Little has gone right for Stassen since he 
masterminded the nomination of Wendell L. 
Wilkie 26 years ago. He was re-elected governor 
of Minnesota in 1940 and 1942, but inexplicably 
declined to run against the isolationist Sen. 
Henrik Shipstead (R) in 1946. He almost cer­ 
tainly would have beaten Shipstead in the primary 
and won election to the Senate in November. 
Stassen, however, had his eyes fixed squarely 
on the White House. 
Among living Americans, only Norman Thomas 
and Lar Daly have run for President more 
tim es than Stassen. Each has an unblemished 
record of failure, although Stassen did manage 
to scare up 157 votes on the first ballot of the 
1948 G.O.P. Convention. That was the zenith of 
his quest for the presidency. The nadir, perhaps, 
was the 1964 presidential pri nary in New Hamp­ 
shire, where Stassen expected to get 10 per cent 
of the vote and instead got 10 per cent of what 
he expected. 
Stassen is no stranger to Pennsylvania politics. 
He ran for the Republican gubernatorial nomina­ 
tion in 1958 and for mayor of Philadelphia the 
following year. His 200,000-vote drubbing by 
the then Mayor Richardson Dilworth was the 
worst suffered by a Republican candidate in the 
city’s history. Mercifully, no one has posted 
odds on Stassen’s chances in the May 17 prim ary. 
Who wants to bet on Don Quixote finding Dul- 
cinea, Charlie Brown pitching a no-hitter, or the 
Mets winning — to say nothing of getting into — 
the World Series?

AN EXTRA BURDEN 
IN FOREIGN AID 
Despite what critics of this 
country may say, Americans 
can take justifiable pride in the 
well over $100 billion they have 
poured into foreign aid since the 
end of World War EL 
Whether 
the motive behind 
it was a desire to stop com­ 
munism or whether it sprang 
from simple humanity, or was 
a mixture of both, the fact re­ 
mains that never in history have 
so many given so much to so 
many. 
“ Given” is the right word, for 
more than 90 per cent of the 
money sent to rebuild Europe 
under the Marshall Flan was in 
the form of outright grants. 
Today, 
however, 
about 70 
per cent of U.S. aid is in loans, 
repayable over 40 years with an 
interest rate of 2 1/2 per cent. 
It would be tragic if, after 
having helped so many people 
in the past, American aid began 
to hurt them. For even at the 
present moderate Interest rate, 
reports News Front magazine, 
many officials at the Agency 
for International Development 
(AID) are worried about the 
growing debts of aid-receiving 
nations. 
Each year the amounts that 
developing nations must pay on 
debt service mounts dramati­ 
cally. In 1965 it totalled $316 
million. It will jump to be­ 
tween $500 and $600 million 
by 1970. 
Most disturbing statistic is 
that fully 30 per cent of the 
U.S. money sent to the de­ 
veloping countries has to be 
returned to pay 
the interest 
on previous loans. Ten years 
ago it was 8 per cent. 
This 
means 
that only 70 
per cent of the money loaned 
today is 
actually available 
for use in 
these countries. 
The interest rate on Ameri­ 
can loans 
was 1 per cent in 
1961. In 1963 Congress raised 
it to 2 per cent and in 1964 
to 2 1/2 per cent. Strenuous 
AID persuasion 
prevented 
another hike in 1965. 
Any 
further stiffening of 
terms 
argued AID officials, 
would be self-defeating, be­ 
cause for each increase of one- 
half 
of 1 per cent in the in­ 
terest rate an extra $100 million 
in loans Is required to do the 
same job. 
Some countries have recent­ 
ly softened their foreign aid 
terms. Britain has decided to 
make 
selected loans with no 
interest 
and Canada 
now 
charges only three-fourths ofl 
per cent over a 50-year period. 
The 
time may be coming 
when the United States will 
seriously have to consider doing 
the same.

Illegal or unsafe speed was 
the primary cause of 9,000 
traffic accidents Investigated by 
the Missouri Highway Patrol 
in 1965, according to Captain 
John A. Berglund, head of the 
Patrol’s Safety Division. 
Captain Berglund stated that 
controlling driver speed is of 
major concern in the field of 
traffic safety. He said, “Motor* 
ists are able to drive fast be­ 
cause cars are built to go fast 
and our modern highways are 
designed 
for 
fast driving. 
Nevertheless, 
motorists are 
expected to obey posted speed 
limits and, more important, to 
adjust speed to existing con­ 
ditions.” 
The Safety Officer pointed out 
that drivers give too little con­ 
sideration to the condition of the 
road, the weather, the traffic or 
the time of day. Many motorists 
just drive too fast to be in 
proper control of their vehicle. 
“Speed limit postings indicate 
safe maximum speeds under 
conditions of good weather, nor­ 
mal traffic and a .lear road 
surface,” the Captain declared. 
“But when the pavement Is slip­ 
pery, or weather reduces visi­ 
bility, or traffic is heavy, an 
adjustment of speed is neces­ 
sary for safe driving. 
“ Laws alone cannot control 
speed,” he continued. “Only 
the individual driver can do 
this. The reasons for speed­ 
ing are many — for excitement, 
because of anger, being in a 
hurry or a desire to boast of 
having driven 100 miles per 
hour — but none of them are 
reasonable when the potential 
consequences are considered. 
“ Two cars meeting headon at 
60 miles per hour create the 
same Impact force as a car 
falling from a 12 story building.

after Sen. Tom Dodd, D-Conn., 
took over the senate insurance 
investigation in 1962, he sent a 
Mount Vernon, N. Y., 
real 
estate promoter around to see 
three large Insurance 
com­ 
panies about a $4,000,000 loan. 
The senator arranged 
for 
Manlio M. Liccione to sound 
out Aetna, Travelers and Con­ 
necticut General about financing 
four apartment buildings 
In 
Albany, N. Y. 
Liccione 
described 
the 
proposition in a letter, dated 
December 18, 1962, to Dodd at 
his North Stonginton, Conn., 
home. 
"These properties look very 
good to me," wrote Liccione, 
‘%nd could very well stand a 
mortgage of $3,750,000 to $4,- 
000,000.” 
If 
he could arrange 
the 
loans, Dodd was offered a 
partnership. He jubilantly told 
one of his aides about the deal. 
"This could make me a rich 
man," he said. 
The senator made appoint­ 
ments for Liccione through Roy 
Fosbrink, Connecticut manager 
for Aetna; 
Millard Bartels, 
vice president of Travelers; 
and Buist Anderson, vice pres­ 
ident of Connecticut General. 
Obviously It was somewhat 
awkward to turn down 
the 
senator who had the power to 
inve: igate insurance abuses. 
So Connecticut General wrote 
Liccione on January 29, 1963: 
"From 
our analysis of the 
properties, it looks as though 
we can consider a blanket mort­ 
gage loan for an amount in the 
range of $2,500,000 to $2,750,- 
000." 
However, this was not enough 
money for Liccione, and this 
particular deal for the Albany 
apartment 
buildings 
fell 
through. 
On another deal to construct 
an office building at White 
Plains, N. Y., Liccione got a 
$650,000 
loan through Dodd 
from Aetna. Later Aetna be­ 
came the major tenant, moving 
its local offices into the build­ 
ing. 
DODD COLLECTS FEE 
Liccione 
told this column 
that he paid Dodd's Hartford, 
Conn., law firm no more than 
the standard one per cent fee 
for its intervention. Dodd had 
made the arrangements through

his former law partner, Joe 
Blumfeld, who split the fee 
with him. 


Dodd’s books also show 
he 
borrowed $5,000 from Liccione 
that was never paid back. Lic­ 
cione explained that he received 
partial payment, then deducted 
the rest as part of the fee. 
Again last year, Dodd paved 
the way for one of Liccione's 
clients to obtain 
a $330,000 
loan 
from Connecticut Gen­ 
eral for a shopping center at 
Katonah, N. Y. Liccione ack­ 
nowledged that he had again 
paid 
Dodd the standard fee. 
Dodd's books show he 
re­ 
ceived check no. 5721 
from 
Liccione, dated July 13, 1965, 
for $1,125. 
Both Bartels and Anderson 
admitted to this column that 
they had made arrangements 
for Dodd's friends to discuss 
loans with their mortgage de­ 
partments. Both insisted, how­ 
ever, that the loans were judged 
strictly on their merits.

and Anderson also 
acknowledged that they

monial dinners. 
The two insurance executives 
confessed, too, that they had 
discussed Insurance legisla­ 
tion with Dodd. Anderson con­ 
firmed that on June 27, 1963, 
he had spoken to Dodd and one of

investigators, 
Maurice 
Makey, about the insurance in­ 
vestigation. 
"I had no axe to grind on the 
investigation," 
Anderson 
pleaded. 
TAX BENEFIT 
He also admitted that he had 
talked to Dodd about a tax 
amendment that had saved Con­ 
necticut General an estimated 
$5 million. It was a relief mea­ 
sure, Anderson said, to save the 
company 
from paying exces­ 
sive 
taxes on the purchase 
of a fire and casualty affiliate. 
It would hardly have fitting 
for Dodd, as chairman of the 
subcommittee investigating the 
insurance 
industry, to intro­ 
duce special legislation to bene­ 
fit any insurance company. So 
he asked Sen. Russell Long, 
D4La., to offer the amendment. 
Former aides recall that Dodd 
also persuaded the late Sen. 
Robert Kerr, D-Olda., to give 


the amendment 
a backstage 
push. 
Indeed, Dodd not only shirked 
his responsibility to investigate 
insurance abuses, but he actual­ 
ly went to bat for the insurance 
companies behind the scenes.

The husband must be willing 
to take on such previously all­ 
female chores as helping with 
the dishes or sorting laundry 
without considering it an affront 
to his masculinity.

Much of the interest is gen­ 
erated by the fact that all of the 
17 seats at stake this year are 
part of the 34 new senatorial 
districts established by a bi­ 
partisan redistricting commis­ 
sion last year. Only the sen­ 
ators in even-numbered dis­ 
tricts run 
this year for the 
four-year term s. 
An extra contest is in the 
making as a result of Sen. 
Paul M. B erra's appointment 
as St. Louis city treasurer to 
succeed the late Jack Dwyer. 
Berra, a first term Demo­ 
crat in the 
Senate and former 
House 
appropriations chair­ 
man, is expected to resign his 
3rd District seat Monday. 
His successor will be chosen 
at a special election which could 
be set to coincide with either 
the primary or general elec­ 
tion. 
When filings closed April 26, 
two incumbent senators, both 
Democrats, were home free 
without either prim ary or gen­ 
eral election opposition. 
One was Sen. John E. Downs 
of St. Joseph in the 34th dis­ 
trict — Buchanan, Dekalb, Clin­ 
ton and Caldwell counties. He 
won’t have to spend much money 
campaigning. 
Neither 
will Sen. Earl R. 
Blackwell of Hillsboro, whose 
22nd district includes Jeffer­ 
son, Crawford, Washington and 
St. Francois counties. 
Both are lawyers and able de­ 
baters. You’ll be hearing more 
from thorn in the next four 
years. Blackwell was announced 
recently as the winner of a St.

XL BIRTH CONTROL 
“ If at first you don’t succeed, 
try, try again.” The validity 
of this motto of American op­ 
timism was demonstrated anew 
in the 1964 term in what surely 
will rank as the court’s most 
celebrated case of the judicial 
year. The indefatigable pro­ 
fessors of Yale University Law 
School, whose effort to doom 
Connecticut’s anti-birth control 
law for the past twenty years 
heretofore 
has 
resulted in 
nothing more useful than Su­ 
preme Court opinions to fill 
the casebooks of law' students 
on 
“ standing,” 
“ ripeness,” 
“ justiciability,” and other ex- 
► cuses the Court uses for duck­ 
ing questions it does not want 
to decide, finally succeeded in 
overturning the statute. The 
only remarkable thing is that 
never has a law for which so 
few had any kind words lasted 
so long against such determined 
attack. 
In Griswold v. Connecticut, the 
Court held unconstitutional a 
statute that makes it a crime 
to use contraceptives or to ad- 
* vise anyone to use them. The 
opinion of the Court was writ- 
i ten by Mr. Justice Douglas, who 
^ stretched the First Amendment 
beyond the breaking point to 
enunciate 
a 
constitutionally- 
protected “ right of privacy” 
* which would likewise be ap­ 
plicable to the States via the 
Fourteenth Amendment. In ad- 
• dition, with typical imprecision, 
he also threw the Third Amend­ 
ment (quartering of soldiers in 
private 
houses), 
the Fourth 
Amendment 
(unreasonable 
search and seizure), the Fifth 
Amendment 
(self-incrim ina- 
tion), and finally the catch-all 
Ninth Amendment at the statute. 
• The opinion, as a consequence, 
contained a vast deal of rub­ 
bish. To talk, as Mr. Justice 
Douglas does, about “ a zone 
of privacy” created by various 
amendments is simply to chase 
1 oneself around in circular rea­ 
soning. It can just as reason­ 
ably be argued that the sundry 
amendments 
are 
the limits 
of 
constitutionally protected 
privacy as it can be argued that 
they merely illustrate a list of 
examples to which the Court can 
add as it chooses. Mr. Justice 
Douglas concluded with all the 
stops out; 
“ We deal with a right of pri­ 
vacy older than the Bill of 
Rights — older than our po­ 
litical parties, older than our 
school system. Marriage is a 
coming together for better or 
for worse, hopefully enduring, 
frnd-'inthnate < to the degree of 
sacred. It is an asso­ 
ciation that promotes a way of 
life, not causes; a harmony in 
living, not political faiths, a 
bilateral loyalty, not commer­ 
cial or social projects. Yet it 
is an association for as noble 
a purpose as any involved in 


our prior decisions.” 
Mr. Justice Goldberg wrote a 
concurring opinion in which the 
Chief Justice and Mr. justice 
Brennan joined. He stated that 
the Fourteenth Amendment, al­ 
though not incorporating the Bill 
of Rights wholesale, does pro­ 
tect “ those specifics of the 
first 
eight 
amendments and 
which 
express 
fundamental 
personal rights.” This is, of 
course, Professor Fairman’s 
position which Mr. Justice Har­ 
lan adopted in Pointerv. Texas. 
Mr. Justice Goldberg then went 
on to the Ninth Amendment. He 
guardedly 
refrained from as­ 
serting that the Ninth Amend­ 
ment was incorporated bodily 
into the Fourteenth Amendment, 
or that it gave the Court a blank 
check on which to create any 
rights that the Court chose. In­ 
stead, he merely stated that 
this amendment illustrated that 
the word “ liberty” in the Four­ 
teenth Amendment is not re­ 
stricted to the confines of the 
first eight amendments, as the 
dissenters believed. Mr. Jus­ 
tice Goldberg then concluded 
that the right to determine the 
size of one’s family is “ funda­ 
mental,” and hence protected 
by the Fourteenth Amendment. 
Indeed, he so far ended in the 
Harlan camp as to quote from 
a dissent by Mr. Justice Har­ 
lan in a prior birth-control 
case. 
One would have thought at this 
point that a separate opinion by 
Mr. Justice Harlan would be 
superfluous. 
One would have 
been in error, for he wrote an 
opinion anyway, to drive home 
his disagreement with Mr. Jus­ 
tice Black, that not only does 
the Federal Bill of Rights not 
expand the “ fundamental” con­ 
cepts of the Fourteenth Amend­ 
ment, but it does not limit 
them either. Coupled with this 
was a short sermon on federal­ 
ism 
and 
self-restraint by 
judges. As for the substance of 
the case, Mr. Justice Harlan 
would rank with the majority.

LEGISLATORS LACK ‘TOOLS’ 
FOR ADEQUATE 
PERFORMANCE 
“ Missouri’s legislators are 
not doing the job for which they 
were elected because they lack 
the staff and the tools to meet 
current 
legislative 
needs,” 
House Speaker Thomas D. Gra­ 
ham stated last week. 
Rep. Richard J. DeCoster, D- 
Canton, 
echoed these senti­ 
ments when he said there is a 
lot of “ tom-foolery” which goes 
on in the legislature that needs 
to be eliminated. Some of this 
is inherent in the democratic 
system, 
DeCoster 
said, but 
much c it has to be eliminated. 
Rep. DeCoster is 
chairman 
and Graham a member of a joint 
House-Senate interim commit­ 
tee to study legislative reform 
which will propose changes in 
legislative operations at the 
next session of the Legislature. 
Graham 
said the 
present 
limited sessions of six months 
are outmoded in light of the 
amount of legislation to be con­ 
sidered, and that he strongly 
favors unlimited sessions which 
could meet and adjourn as the 
business of the state demanded. 
He served his first term when 
the General Assembly still was 
operating under limited ses­ 
sions, and feels that little more

time would be required on the 
part of legislators, but that the 
system would give more contin­ 
uity to state government. 
One of the major disadvantages 
to limited sessions which he 
cited was the inability of both 
houses to reconsider bills ve­ 
toed by the Governor. Another is 
the pressure of working during 
the end-of-the-sessions 
log 
jam. 
Rep. DeCoster said the ques­ 
tion of unlimited sessions is 
among the issues to be con­ 
sidered by his interim commit­ 
tee, but the lack of time may not 
allow the study that is needed. 
First 
on 
the 
committee’s 
agenda will be the lack of of­ 
fice space and the need for 
increased legislative staff, he 
said. 
In addition, 
DeCoster envi­ 
sions a statewide committee of 
civic leaders to study legisla­ 
tive reform and to recommend 
changes in the operation of the 
General Assembly. 
A principal means of improv­ 
ing the state’s image of its leg­ 
islature, such a committee has 
been named in the state of Wash­ 
ington and currently is studying 
its general assembly and needed 
reform s. 
DeCoster hopes that his com­ 
mittee will recommend such a 
statewide study group to be 
established by the next Gener­ 
al Assembly. 
The need for additional legis­ 
lative clerical staff has long 
been apparent, and DeCoster 
serves as a good example as 
he was forced to hire a secre­ 
tary out of his own pocket to 
handle his office work during 
the last session. 
The Legislature is limited by 
the State Constitution to hiring 
only 125 employees. By the time 
secretaries and clerks are em­ 
ployed to standing positions for 
each General Assembly, there 
are not enough secretaries for 
each member of the majority 
party and only one secretary 
to five members of the minority 
party 
in the House of Repre­ 
sentatives. 
In addition, DeCoster decried 
the 
office conditions 
of the 
minority party when he pointed 
out that House Republicans are 
given only one room to share for 
office and conference space. 
Graham pointed out that during 
his first term in the Legislature 
he was forced to share one of­ 
fice with four other representa­ 
tives, and that now a repre­ 
sentative must hold “private” 
conferences outside his office 
in the halls of the state capitol. 
In our mechanized society, 
DeCoster also pointed out the 
need to update the tools with 
which legislatures have to work. 
He hopes, within the near future, 
to provide access for legisla- 
lators to a new computer in the 
Jefferson Building which is cap­ 
able of instantaneously amend­ 
ing a bill once the amendment 
is typed,. into. 
the.machine. 
Another computer which may 
be recommended for purchase 
would automatically revise the

Under this new program, in­ 
stigated by the Agency for In­ 
ternational Development (AID) 
and the U. S. Department of 
State, Missouri has adopted a 
sister, Para, Brazil, and the 
Council on World Affairs in 
St. Louis is directing projects 
in economic and cultural de­ 
velopment. 
About 30 other states are par­ 
ticipating as Partners of the Al­ 
liance and the Council on World 
Affairs recently appointed a 
statewide committee to help 
direct Missouri’s efforts. 
Strongly 
endorsed by Gov. 
Warren E. Hearnes, the pro­ 
gram is designed to provide 
person-to-person foreign aid to 
both the government of Para 
and to its individual commun­ 
ities. For example, if a church 
in one of its cities needs a new 
roof, Missouri’s committee will 
attempt to find a civic organ­ 
ization in the state which can 
provide the funds to build the 


roof. 
On a larger scale, study teams 
will be sent to Para, the first 
five-man team to leave in June, 
and will help advise the govern­ 
ment in promoting economic, 
health and educational improve­ 
ments.

experts who knew how to avoid 
hurting the animals. 
Mrs. Esther Norman of Sea- 
venworth, federation secretary, 
said many dogs died after be­ 
ing shot with tranquilizers.

The peg of the program was 
an election held a couple of 
months ago that was won by the 
Conservatives and 
which 
marked the end of the Socialist 
coalition. But the excitement 
was an episode over a year ago 
— a 
student 
demonstration 
against an 
admitted ex-Nazi 
professor which resulted in the 
death of a former concentration 


camp 
inmate and suggested 
that Austria had a real neo-Nazi 
movement. 
The editor of Vienna’s largest 
newspaper estimated that there 
are now “ more than 600,000 
registered members of the Nazi 
party,” but the program’s real 
emphasis seemed to be on the 
“Student Prince” type of life, 
with beer drinking and uueiling. 
It was not a particularly grip­ 
ping hour and the careful mono­ 
tone of narrator Robert Mac- 
Neil did not help much. But it 
was, at the same time, informa­ 
tive and enlightening. 
“Crash Project: The Search 
for a Safe Car,” the Friday 
night CBS special, was on the 
other hand built around a sub­ 
ject much on the minds of driv­ 
ers and passengers these days. 
It summarized the current con- 
troversy on automobile safety 
in a lively and fair manner, 
covering both sides. It left the 
answer to the questions it raised 
to the 
individuals watching 
the program.

WASHINGTON, D. C. — Pres­ 
ident 
Lyndon Johnson named 
William E. McCandless of Ok­ 
lahoma City to be the Federal 
co-chairman of the Ozarks Re­ 
gion which was formed in Wash­ 
ington 
more than two months 
ago. 
McCandless is a wholesale 
furniture firm owner, and has 
a part ownership of a furniture 
plant In 
Arkansas. The job 
pays about $27,000 a year. The 
Co-Chairman calls the com­ 
missioners together, and takes 
other official action for the 
development of the region. 
The Commissioners will rep-1 
resent the governors of the 
three states — Oklahoma, Mis­ 
souri, and Arkansas. They will 
be the governing body of the 
area, with the Co-Chairman 
having much voice in what is 
done. 
Besides 
the Co-Chairman, 


McCandless, there will be an 
alternate, who also will be a 
federal official. Senators Stuart 
Symington and Edward V. Long 
have agreed to support Joseph 
Jaeger for this post. He also 
has the support of the Senators 
of Oklahoma, Harris and Mon- 
roney. 
It Is understood that McCand­ 
less will have an office in Wash­ 
ington, and look after the affairs 
of the Region from this angle, 
or standpoint. The other, or 
alternate 
co-chairman is ex­ 
pected to be the person who 
will be on the field, and help 
with the development there. He 
is to get a salary of about 
$25,000 a year. 
The Commissioners, as rep­ 
resentatives of the Governors, 
will have their own co-chairman 
but he cannot call the com­ 
m issioners together, except by 
the consent of the federal co- 


chairman. 
Rumors in Washington have it 
that the headquarters of the re­ 
gion will be at Fort Smith, Ar­ 
kansas. This will give it the 
headquarters, give Oklahoma 
the Directorship, and Missouri 
the man in the field.

no Wild River System created 
by the 89th Congress, though 
there is a bit of chance that 
a *‘Scenic Rivers” system may’ 
be adopted, which will include 
the Eleven Points, Gasconade 
and Arkansas Buffalo. 
The Senate passed the Wild 
Rivers B ill at the last ses­ 
sion, and included the Eleven 
Points as one of the rivers. 
Several others were added on 
the floor of the Senate. Some of 
the people back home did not 
want their rivers to be a mem­ 
ber of the system, so the idea 
seems to be all but dead. 
Now Rep. John B. Saylor (R- 
Pa.) has introduced a bill for 
a Scenic Rivers system, com­ 
posed of about 66 rivers, or as 
many as want to be a member 
of the system. The plan is 
maintain the natural state 
the rivers considered to 
very scenic. No river with dams 
and reservoirs can be a mem­ 
ber. 
Under the Saylor bill 16 rivers 
would be admitted at once which 
would include the Eleven Point, 
and 
three years 
later the 
governors of the state and Sec­ 
retaries of Agriculture and In­ 
terior would decide whether to 
admit the remainder of the 
66 rivers. 
The third group would include 
the Gasconade in Missouri. 
The rivers would be developed 
under the Scenic Rivers plan 
very much as was intended by 
the Wild Rivers. The House 
has taken no steps to pass the 
Wild Rivers bill, which passed 
the Senate last year. If it is not 
done this year, the bill will be 
dead.

M edicare does not specify

Polution Board and the Uni­ 
versity of M issouri. 


The state geologist will be 
the adm inistrator. Any appeals 
will be handled by the Public 
Service Com mission.

He then scrubbed the launch 
of Gemini 9 pilots Thomas E. 
Stafford and Eugene A. Cernan, 
who were to have spent three 
days in space practicing man­ 
euvers essential to Apollo man- 
to-the-m oon trips. 
For Stafford, it was the se c­ 
ond sim ilar disappointm ent. He 
and Navy Capt. W alter M. Schir- 
ra J r. were in the Gemini 6 
spacecraft last Oct. 
25 and 
had their m ission postponed 
when their Agena targ et sa tel­ 
lite exploded six m inutes after 
liftoff. 
There was no im m ediate r e ­ 
action from the astronauts on

scrubbing of their space 
flight -- one of the most daring 
and difficult ever attem pted.

The questions concerned fed­ 
eral taxes, spending control, 
labor control, the war in Viet 
Nam, foreign aid, and others. 
In his opening rem arks Jones 
stated that too 
many people 
take the attitude, “ they

like politics, but these 
are 
the ones that should take the 
in te re st." 
Charles 
Matthews 
was the 
first panelist who questioned the 
congressm an: 
“ What 
interest 
have 
our 
legislators shown in our 
tax 
structure and what effect will

have 
on 
our 
national 
economy? 
Jones answer: 
“ There will have to be an in­ 
cre ase , or else reduce our fed­ 
eral 
spending. The national 
econom ist, 
W alter 
H ellar's 
theory has been that our

creased economy growth would

spending. This however has not 
proven out, as we have had to 
increase our debt lim it alm ost 
yearly. 
“ Taking off several taxable 
item s, and a sm all reduction 
in taxes have caused C ongress 
to seek other revenue.

CAPE KEENE DY, FU. AP — 
The launching of the Gemini 
9 astronauts on a rendezvous 
and space-walk mission was 
postponed today for at least two 
weeks when their Agena target 
satellite failed to achieve orbit. 
An Atlas rocket blazed away 
from Cape Kennedy at U:!5 
a.m. EDT to propel the Agena 
Into space. But eight minutes 
later, mission director Wll- 
lUm C. Schneider reported: 
“ We have lost the Agena bird. 
We don’t know exactly what 
happened to It. The Gemini 
will not fly today." 
He then scrubbed the launch 
of Gemini 9 pilots Thomas E. 
Stafford and Eugene A. rem an, 
who were to have spent three 
days in space practicing man­ 
euvers essential to Apollo rn au­ 
to-th#-moon trips. 
For Stafford, It was the sec­ 
ond sim ilar disappointment, lie 
and Navy Cap!. Walter M. Schlr- 
rs J r 
were In the Gemini 6 
spacecraft last Oct. 25 and 
had their mission postponed 
when their Agena forget satel­ 
lite exploded six minutes after 
liftoff. 
There was no Immediate re ­ 
action from the astronauts on 
the scrubbing of their space 
flight — one of the most daring 
and difficult ever attempted. 
During their three days In 
space, they were to have prac­ 
ticed several rendezvous and 
docking techniques 
with 
the 
Agen*, attempted space rescue 
missions, fired the Agena en­ 
gines to change orbits, and 
Caman was to have made a 
record 2-hour, 25-minute space 
walk. 
The National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration said Mon­ 
day that lf the Agena failed to 
achieve orbit, Stafford and Cer- 
nan would have to walt at least 
two weeks until an alternate 
satellite could be placed on the 
launch pad. 
This satellite, called an alter­ 
nate forget docket adaptor AT- 
DA U not ss sophisticated as 
the Agena. It has no propul­ 
sion system. It was built after 
the Gemini 6 foilure for just 
such sn emergency. 
Today the Atlas rocket had 
lifted off 15 minutes late be­ 
cause of a fueling problem with 
the Agena. Pressure apparently 
dropped in a nitric acid line 
and the crew was unable to 
load as quickly as planned. 
The Atlas launch appeared to 
be normal ss the silvery pro­ 
jectile darted out over the At­ 
lantic Ocean.

To I ncrease Taxes 
U nless S pending C ut

Congressman Paul C. Jones 
told 
a 
public 
gathering 
at the Senior high school cafe­ 
torium last night, “ taxes are 
sure to go up this year, unless 
congress is able to cut federal 
spending." 
There were more than 150 
persons present. 
The meeting was sponsored 
by the Sikeston Chamber 
of 
Commerce, aud was In form of 
a panel discussion that included 
local business and professional 
leaders composed of, Mayor 
Kendall Sikes, diaries Mat­ 
thews, BUI Huff, Fielding Po- 
tashnick and Bruce Lewis. 
The questions concerned fed­ 
eral taxes, spending control, 
labor control, the war in Viet 
Nam, foreign aid, and others. 
In his opening remarks Jones 
stated that too many people 
take the attitude, “ they don't 
like politics, but these 
are 
the ones that should take the 
interest." 
Charles 
Matthews 
was the 
first panelist who questioned the 
congressman: 
“ What 
interest have 
our 
legislators shown in our tax 
structure and what effect wUl 
it 
have 
on 
our 
national 
economy? 
Jones answer: 
“ There will have to be an in­ 
crease, or else reduce our fed­ 
eral 
spending. The national 
economist, 
Walter 
Hollar's 
theory has been that our in­ 
creased economy growth would 
take 
care of any increased 
spending. Tills however has not 
proven out, as we have had to 
Increase our debt limit almost 
yearly. 
“ Taking off several taxable 
items, and a small reduction 
in taxes have caused Congress 
to seek other revenue, It is a 
well known foot In Washing­ 


ton, there is no such thing as 
a part-time tax. 
He predicted that before too 
long there would be a modified 
fox structure, “ but on the oth­ 
er hand large corporations have 
their lawyers to find loopholes 
to be worked on.'* 
“ Today the debt limit is $320 
billion and our annual interest 
Is $12 billion annually. 
"Let me say here and now, 
if there was a proposed tax In­ 
crease brought before congress 
that would be used to lower the 
debt, I would vote for It, but 
in any other case I would vote 
against an increase.

Panelist Fielding Potashnick 
questioned Jones on whether 
Section 14B of the present labor 
laws would be repealed.

answer to the question 
Jones stated there would be

on It this session. “ I 
voted against it and would do 
so 
again as long 
as un­ 
scrupulous labor leaders con­ 
tinue their present methods 
against it. There will be another 
attempt on a new makeup of the 
bUl, 
“ I am reminded of an tort- 
dent recently when a 
young 
lawmaker came to me and said 
he had to vote for it, because 
he needed his job and had re­ 
ceived 
support 
from his 
labor constituents back home. 
“ There will be some changes 
made on the present wage and 
hour bill that will give relief to 
the small business and farmers 
where a 
Is created. 
Bill Huff, 
another panelist, 
“ where are we goiug on this 
form bill?" 
Jones answered, “people who 
produce cotton in the future will 


not receive more than 25 cents 
per pound, after which all con­ 
trols will come off. 
Speaking on a shortage of food 
supply he said, there was no 
danger In a shortage for our own 
nation. The surplus food was 
being taken care of through a 
food for 
freedom program. 
“ The formers will be allowed 
to grow more food.*' 
Speaking on rent subsidy he 
said there was a $12 million 
program passed, with another 
$20 million proposed, but the 
latter may be defeated in the 
Senate. 
The congressman was asked 
a question on a minor bill, but 
in answer to the question, “I 
must confess that I do not know 
too much on it, as J have no 
committee connection, and toe 
foot that there were 16,000 bdls 
introduced this year, there is 
little time to study them." 
Mayor Kendall Sikes asked 
whether the sewer and water 
control programs could 
be 
speeded up? 
Jones said, “ There are now

THE OLD PATTERN 
SOUTH- OF MIAMI, 
DOWN CASTRO’S WAY 
T he advance of communist power since the 
•^Bolshevik revolution in .Ilu ssia has followed 
the same basic strategic pattern: seize a beach­ 
head; then reach out from this base to subvert 
other countries, especially those with weak 
government. 
In the Russia of 1917, the communist beachheads 
were Moscow and St. Petersburg. In China, 
the communist beachhead was a province called 
Yenan where Mao Tse-tung built-up strength and 
influence to suize China. Recently, the com­ 
m unists gained their beachhead in Africa through 
the bloody revolution in Zanzibar. 
But the communist beachhead of greatest con­ 
cern to every American is the one established 
in Cuba. Made safe by the folly of U. S. foreign 
policy, the communists spin a web of subversion 
and revolution extending to every nation south of 
the U. S. border. In Panama, vital U. S. interests 
have been directly challenged. There will never 
be a cure for this situation until Castro is 
expelled from Cuba, and freedom is restored 
there. 
C astro agents have been arrested and exposed 
in nearly every Latin American nation: Peru 
and Bolivia uncovered whole organizations of 
them; Venezuela, once a defender of Castro, had 
to call out the arm y m erely to protect a p res­ 
idential election against C astro terro rists. 
Brave words have been spoken about confining 
C astro’s ugly revolution to Cuba. This cannot be 
done. There is no substitute for the Monroe 
Doctrine — so long a cornerstone of our foreign 
policy, but now abandoned — which declared that 
no foreign power would be allowed to extend 
its system to the W estern Hemisphere. As long 
as the communist beachhead rem ains in Cuba, 
the Monroe Doctrine will be a dead letter. 
All of communism’s victories have been won be­ 
cause free men did not stand firm . Castro 
could have been overthrown during the Bay of 
Pigs invasion if the U. S. had lent air support. 
Now it will be much m ore difficult to overthrow 
him, and as the years pass it will become still 
m ore difficult. If we could not or would not keep 
communism out of the W estern Hemisphere in 
the first place, we will hardly be able to keep 
it from spreading from its base in Cuba. 
War is not the only way to get Castro out of 
Cuba; there is another way, and we have already 
found that it works. A tight blockade of Cuba 
could prevent revolutionary agents from getting 
out and Russian supplies from getting in. 
We could give our full support to the Cuban 
patriots who are resolved to free Cuba of 
Castro. Cuba is full of men today whose fathers 
knew the tyranny of Spain and whose sons seem 
fated to live out their lives under the new tyranny 
of communism. But that fate can be changed if we 
will act. By saving Cuba, we will also save our­ 
selves. 
Some say that a blockade would be an “ act of 
war.” But whatever 
Kosygin may say, it is 
obvious that he is not going to risk his homeland 
for Fidel Castro. He knows he would have no 
homeland if he actually carried out the threat to 


use Soviet rockets in Fidel’s defense. 
Meanwhile, Fidel C astro continues to challenge 
the United States. The recent challenge to basic 
American rights in Panama is the work of 
C astro-trained agents and agitators. Secretary 
of the Army Cyrus Vance announced the a rre s t 
of a number of these troublem akers during 
the anti-American dem onstrations in Panama, 
though the government of Panama later tried 
to hush this up. The suddenness and violence 
of the outbreak in Panama cannot be fully 
explained by its alleged cause: the raising of 
an American flag by school children in the 
Panama Canal zone. Castro had been waiting 
to use such an incident to undermine U. S. 
interests in Panama. 
Panam a’s incredible claim s to the canal should 
be treated with the scorn they deserve. It is one 
thing to seek negotiations about how much Pana­ 
manian workers should be paid, and how large 
a share of the canal tolls should go to Panama; 
it is quite another m atter for Panama to demand 
the canal itself. If the U. S. retreats in the 
face of demands which amount to little less 
than outright robbery, it will deserve the con­ 
tempt it will undoubtedly receive from other 
nations in the world. 
As long as the com m unist beachhead rem ains in 
Cuba, there will be m ore crises such as that 
which took place in Panama. 
In the short run, we must protect our rights in 
Panama; in the long run, we must resto re the 
Monroe Doctrine and get Castro out of Cuba 
if we are to defeat the communist-beachhead- 
strategy for the A m ericas. 
Am ericans may well ask: what can I, one 
person, do to change a foolish foreign policy? 
Public opinion still rules in this country, and 
public opinion is still the sum total opinion of 
all Americans who concern them selves with 
public issues and who make their views known.

THE ONCE AND FUTURE CAND*DATS 
Perennial losers inspire affection and even 
acquire a certain m ajesty. Don Quixote, C harlie 
Brown and the New York Mets, all creatu res 
of fiction, spring readily to mind. And so, in 
real life, does Harold E. Stassen, who will try 
to win the Republican nomination for governor 
of Pennsylvania today. 
Stassen began his political career at the top 
and worked his way down. Governor of M innesota 
at age 31, keynoter of the 1940 Republican 
Convention at 33, Stassen was the archetypal 
“ boy wonder.’’ He is still something of a wonder, 
a reassuring symbol of continuity in the fickle 
world of politics. 
Little has gone right for Stassen since he 
m asterminded the nomination of Wendell L. 
Wilkie 26 years ago. He was re-elected governor 
of Minnesota in 1940 and 1942, but inexplicably 
declined to run against the isolationist Sen. 
Henrik Shipstead (R) in 1946. He alm ost c e r­ 
tainly would have beaten Shipstead in the prim ary 
and won election to the Senate in November. 
Stassen, however, had his eyes fixed squarely 
on the White House. 
Among living A m ericans, only Norman Thomas 
and Lar Daly have run for President m ore 
tim es than Stassen. Each has an unblemished 
record of failure, although Stassen did manage 
to scare up 157 votes on the first ballot of the 
1948 G.O.P. Convention. That was the zenith of 
his quest for the presidency. The nadir, perhaps, 
was the 1964 presi dential pri nary in New Hamp­ 
shire, where Stassen expected to get 10 p ercen t 
of the vote and instead got 10 per cent of what 
he expected. 
Stassen is no stran g er to Pennsylvania politics. 
He ran for the Republican gubernatorial nomina­ 
tion in 1958 and for mayor of Philadelphia the 
following year. His 200,000-vote drubbing by 
the then Mayor Richardson Dilworth was the 
w orst suffered by a Republican candidate in the 
city’s history. M ercifully, no one has posted 
odds on Stassen’s chances in the May 17 prim ary. 
Who wants to bet on Don Quixote finding Dul- 
cinea, Charlie Brown pitching a no-hitter, or the 
Mets winning - - to say nothing of getting into — 
the World Series?

AN EXTRA BURDEN 
IN FOREIGN AID 
Despite what critics of this 
country may say, Americans 
can take justifiable pride in the 
well over $100 billion they have 
poured into foreign aid since the 
end of World War H. 
Whether 
the motive behind 
it was a desire to stop com­ 
munism 
or whether it sprang 
from simple humanity, or was 
a mixture of both, the fact re­ 
mains that never in history have 
so many given so much to so 
many. 
“ Given” is the right word, for 
more than 90 per cent of the 
money sent to rebuild Europe 
under the Marshall Plan was in 
the form of outright grants. 
Today, 
however, 
about 70 
per cent of U.S. aid is in loans, 
repayable over 40 years with an 
interest rate of 2 1/2 per cent. 
It would be tragic 
if, after 
having helped 
so many people 
in the past, American aid began 
to hurt them. For even at the 
present moderate interest rate, 
reports News Front magazine, 
many officials 
at the Agency 
for International Development 
(AID) are worried 
about the 
growing debts of aid-receiving 
nations. 
Each year the amounts that 
developing nations must pay on 
debt service mounts dramati­ 
cally. 
In 1965 it totalled $316 
million. 
It 
will jump to be­ 
tween $500 and $600 million 
by 1970. 
Most disturbing statistic is 
that fully 
30 per cent of the 
U.S. money sent to the de­ 
veloping countries has to be 
returned to pay 
the interest 
on previous loans. 
Ten years 
ago it was 8 per cent. 
This 
means 
that only 70 
per cent of the money loaned 
today is 
actually available 
for use in 
these countries. 
The interest 
rate on Ameri­ 
can loans 
was 1 per cent in 
1961. 
In 1963 Congress raised 
it to 2 per cent 
and in 1964 
to 2 1/2 per cent. Strenuous 
AID persuasion 
prevented 
another hike in 1965. 
Any 
further stiffening of 
term s 
argued 
AID officials, 
would be 
self-defeating, be­ 
cause for each increase of one- 
half 
of 1 per cent in the in­ 
terest rate an extra $100 million 
in loans is 
required to do the 
same job. 
Some countries have recent­ 
ly softened their foreign aid 
terms. Britain has decided to 
make 
selected loans with no 
interest 
and 
Canada 
now 
charges only three-fourths ofl 
per cent over a 50-year period. 
The 
time 
may be coming 
when 
the United States will 
seriously have to consider doing 
the same.

At a time when other notables

also note a recent mag­ 
azine 
that of the thousands 
of 18-year-old 
entering col­ 
lege each year many “ have no 
notion of why they are in col­ 
lege 
or what they hope to 
learn.” We’re all for every­ 
one getting as much education 
as they can absorb and use. 
But unless a student has some 
purpose 
in college more than 
just 
getting a diploma, plus 
enough emotional and intellect­ 
ual maturity to withstand the 
diversionary 
temptations of 
modern campuses, he’s all too

end up like the

Illegal or unsafe speed was 
the primary cause of 9,000 
traffic accidents investigated by 
the Missouri Highway Patrol 
in 1965, according to Captain 
John A. Berglund, head of the 
Patrol’s Safety Division. 
Captain Berglund stated that 
controlling driver speed is of 
major concern in the field of 
traffic safety. He said, “Motor­ 
ists are able to drive fast be­ 
cause cars are built to go fast 
and our modern highways are 
designed 
for 
fast driving. 
Nevertheless, 
motorists are 
expected to obey posted speed 
limits and, more important, to 
adjust speed to existing con­ 
ditions.” 
The Safety Officer pointed out 
that drivers give too little con­ 
sideration to the condition of the 
road, the weather, the traffic or 
the time of day. Many motorists 
just drive too fast to be in 
proper control of their vehicle. 
“Speed limit postings indicate 
safe maximum speeds under 
conditions of good weather, nor­ 
mal traffic and a .lear road 
surface,” the Captain declared. 
“ But when the pavement is slip­ 
pery, or weather reduces visi­ 
bility, or traffic is heavy, an 
adjustment of speed is neces­ 
sary for safe driving. 
“ Laws alone cannot control 
speed,” he continued. “ Only 
the individual driver can do 
this. The reasons for speed­ 
ing are many — for excitement, 
because of anger, being in a 
hurry or a desire to boast of 
having driven 100 miles per 
hour — but none of them are 
reasonable when the potential 
consequences are considered. 
“ Two cars meeting headon at 
60 miles per hour create the 
same impact force as a car 
falling from a 12 story building. 
There can seldom be any sur­ 
vivors under such an impact,” 
Captain Berglund concluded. 


Washington Merry - Go - Round 


WASHINGTON - Not 
long 
after Sen. Tom Dodd, D-Conn., 
took over the senate insurance 
investigation in 1962, he sent a 
Mount Vernon, N. Y., 
real 
estate promoter around to see 
three large insurance 
com­ 
panies about a $4,000,000 loan. 
The senator arranged 
for 
Manlio M. Liccione to sound 
out Aetna, Travelers and Con­ 
necticut General about financing 
four apartment buildings 
in 
Albany, N. Y. 
Liccione 
described 
the 
proposition in a letter, dated 
December 18, 1962, to Dodd at 
his North Stonginton, Conn., 
home. 
“ These properties look very 
good to me,” wrote Liccione, 
“ and could very well stand a 
mortgage of $3,750,000 to $4,- 
000,000.” 
If 
he could arrange 
the 
loans, Dodd was offered a 
partnership. He jubilantly told 
one of his aides about the deal. 
“ This could make me a rich 
man,” he said. 
The seuator made appoint­ 
ments for Liccione through Roy 
Fosbrink, Connecticut manager 
for Aetna; 
Millard Bartels, 
vice president of Travelers; 
and Buist Anderson, vice pres­ 
ident of Connecticut General. 
Obviously it was somewhat 
awkward to turn down 
the 
senator who had the power to 
inve: igate 
insurance abuses. 
So Connecticut General wrote 
Liccione on January 29, 1963: 
“ From 
our analysis of the 
properties, it looks as though 
we can consider a blanket mort­ 
gage loan for an amount in the 
range of $2,500,000 to $2,7 50,- 
000.” 
However, this was not enough 
money for Liccione, and this 
particular deal for the Albany 
apartment 
buildings 
fell 
through. 
On another deal to construct 
an 
office 
building at White 
Plains, N. Y., Liccione got a 
$650,000 
loan through Dodd 
from Aetna. Later Aetna be­ 
came the major tenant, moving 
its local offices into the build­ 
ing. 
DODD COLLECTS FEE 
Liccione 
told this column 
that he paid Dodd's Hartford, 
Conn., law firm no more than 
the standard one per cent fee 
for its intervention. Dodd had 
made the arrangements through

his former law partner, Joe 
Blumfeld, who split the fee 
with him. 


Dodd’s books also show 
he 
borrowed $5,000 from Liccione 
that was never paid back. Lic­ 
cione explained that he received 
partial payment, then deducted 
the rest as part of the fee. 
Again last year, Dodd paved 
the way for one of Liccione's 
clients to obtain 
a $330,000 
loan 
from Connecticut Gen­ 
eral for a shopping center at 
Katonah, N. Y. Liccione ack­ 
nowledged that he had again 
paid 
Dodd the standard fee. 
Dodd's books show he 
re­ 
ceived check no. 5721 
from 
Liccione, dated July 13, 1965, 
for $1,125. 
Both Bartels and Anderson 
admitted to this column that 
they had made arrangements 
for Dodd's friends to discuss 
loans with their mortgage de­ 
partments. Both insisted, how­ 
ever, that the loans were judged 
strictly on their merits. (Fos­ 
brink was on a round-the-world 
vacation 
and 
couldn’t 
be 
reached. 
Bartels 
and Anderson also 
acknowledged that they 
had 
contributed to Dodd’s testi­ 
monial dinners. 
The two insurance executives 
confessed, too, that they had 
discussed insurance legisla­ 
tion with Dodd. Anderson con­ 
firmed 
that on June 27, 1963, 
he had spoken to Dodd and one of 
his 
investigators, 
Maurice 
Makey, about the insurance in­ 
vestigation. 
“ I had no axe to grind on the 
investigation,” 
Anderson 
pleaded. 
TAX BENEFIT 
He also admitted that he had 
talked to Dodd about a tax 
amendment that had saved Con­ 
necticut General an estimated 
$5 million. It was a relief mea­ 
sure, Anderson said, to save the 
company 
from paying exces­ 
sive 
taxes on the purchase 
of a fire and casualty affiliate. 
It would hardly have fitting 
for Dodd, as chairman of the 
subcommittee investigating the 
Insurance 
industry, to intro­ 
duce special legislation to bene­ 
fit any insurance company. So 
he asked Sen. Russell Long, 
D4.a., to offer the amendment. 
Former aides recall that Dodd 
also persuaded the late Sen. 
Robert Kerr, D-Okia., to give 


the amendment 
a backstage 
push. 
Indeed, Dodd not only shirked 
his responsibility to investigate 
insurance abuses, but he actual­ 
ly went to bat for the insurance 
companies behind the scenes. 
For example, he sent his chief 
insurance investigator, 
Dean 
Sharp, to the agriculture de­ 
partment to stop the govern­ 
ment from taking over insur­ 
ance on stored grain from the 
private companies. 
Sharp admitted he had met 
with insurance 
executives on 
the problem but insisted he had 
gone to the agriculture depart­ 
ment only for information. 
Dodd’s law firm has 
rep­ 
resented 
Maryland Casualty, 
Standard Accident Insurance, 
Phoenix of Hartford Insurance, 
American 
Insurance Group, 
American 
Fidelity, Reliance 
Insurance, Fire Association of 
Philadelphia, Northwestern Na­ 
tional Casualty, Central Mutual 
Insurance, 
and 
Norfolk 
L 
Dedham Insurance. 
Yet he was entrusted with in­ 
vestigating insurance abuses. 
OVERFLIGHTS ON CHINESE 
BORDER 
The inside fact regarding the 
Chinese claim that U. S. planes 
flewrfjver the Chinese • North 
Vietnamese border last week is 
that we don't know definitely 
whether the border was over­ 
flown.

U. S. flyers in this area 
have strict orders not to get 
too close to the border.

THE OLD PATTERN 
SOUTH OF 
MIAMI, 
DOWN CASTRO’S WAY 
t£Th» advance of communist power since the 
^Bolshevik 
revolution in • Russia has follow ad 
the sam e basic strategic pattern: seize a beach­ 
head; then reach out from this base to subvert 
other countries, especially those with weak 
government. 
In the Russia of 1917, the communist beachheads 
were Moscow and St. Petersburg. In China, 
the communist beachhead was a province called 
Yenan where Mao Tse-tung built-up strength and 
influence to seize China. Recently, the com­ 
munists gained their beachhead in Africa through 
the bloody revolution in Zanzibar. 
But the communist beachhead of greatest con­ 
cern to every American is the one established 
in Cuba. Made safe by the folly of U. S. foreign 
policy, the communists spin a web of subversion 
and revolution extending to every nation south of 
the U. S. border. In Panama, vital U. S. interests 
have been directly challenged. There will never 
be a cure for this situation until Castro is 
expelled from Cuba, and freedom is restored 
there. 
Castro agents have been arrested and exposed 
in nearly every Latin American nation: Peru 
and Bolivia uncovered whole organizations of 
them; Venezuela, once a defender of Castro, had 
to call out the army merely to protect a pres­ 
idential election against Castro terrorists. 
Brave words have been spoken about confining 
C astro’s ugly revolution to Cuba. This cannot be 
done. There is no substitute for the Monroe 
Doctrine - - so long a cornerstone of our foreign 
policy, but now abandoned — which declared that 
no foreign power would be allowed to extend 
Its system to the Western Hemisphere. As long 
as the communist beachhead rem ains in Cuba, 
the 
Monroe Doctrine will be a dead letter. 
All of communism’s victories have been won be­ 
cause free men did not stand firm . Castro 
could have been overthrown during the Bay of 
Pigs invasion if the U. S. had lent air support. 
Now it will be much more difficult to overthrow 
him, and as the years pass it will become still 
more difficult. If we could not or would not keep 
communism out of the Western Hemisphere in 
the first place, we will hardly be able to keep 
it from 
spreading from its base in Cuba. 
War is not the only way to get Castro out of 
Cuba; there is another way, and we have already 
found that it works. A tight blockade of Cuba 
could prevent revolutionary agents from getting 
out and 
Russian supplies from getting in. 
We could give our full support to the Cuban 
patriots who are resolved to free Cuba of 
C astro. Cuba is full of men today whose fathers 
knew the tyranny of Spain and whose sons seem 
fated to live out their lives under the new tyranny 
of com m unism . But that fate can be changed if we 
will act. By saving Cuba, we will also save our­ 
selv es. 
Some say that a blockade would be an “ act of 
war.*’ But whatever 
Kosygin may say, it is 
obvious that he is not going to risk his homeland 
for Fidel C astro. He knows he would have no 
homeland if he actually carried out the threat to 


use Soviet rockets in Fidel’s defense. 
Meanwhile, Fidel Castro continues to challenge 
the United States. The recent challenge to basic 
American rights in Panama is the work of 
Castro-trained agents and agitators. Secretary 
of the Army Cyrus Vance announced the arrest 
of a number of these troublemakers during 
the anti-American demonstrations in Panama, 
though the government of Panama later tried 
to hush this up. The suddenness and violence 
of the outbreak in Panama cannot be fully 
explained by its alleged cause: the raising of 
an American flag by school children in the 
Panama Canal zone. Castro had been waiting 
to use such an incident to undermine U. S. 
interests in Panama. 
Panama’s incredible claim s to the canal should 
be treated w ith the scorn they deserve. It is one 
thing to seek negotiations about how much Pana­ 
manian workers should be paid, and how large 
a share of the canal tolls should go to Panama; 
it is quite another matter for Panama to demand 
the canal itself. If the U. S. retreats in the 
face of demands which amount to little less 
than outright robbery, it will deserve the con­ 
tempt it will undoubtedly receive from other 
nations in the world. 
A s long as the communist beachhead rem ains In 
Cuba, there will be more crises such as that 
which took place in Panama. 
In the short run, we must protect our rights in 
Panama; in the long run, we must restore the 
Monroe Doctrine and get Castro out of Cuba 
if we are to defeat the communist-beachhead- 
strategy for the A m ericas. 
Am ericans may well ask: what can I, one 
person, do to change a foolish foreign policy? 
Public opinion still rules in this country, and 
public opinion is still the sum total opinion of 
all Americans who concern them selves with 
public issues and who make their views known.

THE ONCE AND FUTURE CAND'DATE 
Perennial losers inspire affection and even 
acquire a certain m ajesty. Don Quixote, Charlie 
Brown ani the New York Mete, all creatures 
of fiction, spring readily to mind. And so, in 
real life, does Harold E. Stassen, who will try 
to win the Republican nomination for governor 
of Pennsylvania today. 
Stassen began his political career at the top 
and worked his way down. Governor of Minnesota 
at age 31, keynoter of the 1940 Republican 
Convention at 33, Stassen was the archetypal 
“ boy wonder." He is still so me thinned A w a d e r , 
a reassuring symbol of continuity in the fickle 
world of politics. 
Little has gone right for Stassen since he 
masterminded the nomination of Wendell L. 
Wilkie 26 years ago. He was re-elected governor 
of Minnesota in 1940 and 1942, but inexplicably 
declined to run against the isolationist Sen. 
Henrik Shipstead (H) in 1946. He alm ost c er ­ 
tainly would have beaten Shipstead in the primary 
and won election to the Senate in November. 
Stassen, however, had his eye8 fixed squarely 
on the White House. 
Among living Am ericans, only Norman Thomas 
and Lar Daly have run for President more 
tim es than Stassen. Each has an unblemished 
record of failure, although Stassen did manage 
to scare up 157 votes on the first ballot of the 
1948 G.O.P. Convention. That was the zenith of 
his quest for the presidency. The nadir, perhaps, 
was the 1964 presidential pri nary in New Hamp­ 
sh ire, where Stassen expected to get IO per cent 
of the vote and instead got IO per cent of what 
he expected. 
Stassen is no stranger to Pennsylvania politics, 
He ran for the Republican gubernatorial nomina­ 
tion in 1958 and for mayor of Philadelphia the 
following year. His 200,000-vote drubbing by 
the then Mayor Richardson Dilworth was the 
worst suffered by a Republican candidate in the 
city's history. M ercifully, no one has posted 
odds on Stassen's chances in the May 17 prim ary.

An extra contest is in the 
making as a result of Sen. 
Paul M. B erra's appointment 
as St. Louis city treasurer to 
succeed the late Jack Dwyer. 
Berra, a first term Demo­ 
crat in the 
Senate and former 
House 
appropriations chair­ 
man, is expected to resign his 
3rd District seat Monday. 
His successor will be chosen 
at a special election which could 
be set to coincide with either 
the primary or general elec­ 
tion. 
When filings closed April 26, 
two incumbent senators, both 
Democrats, were home free 
without either prim ary or gen­ 
eral election opposition. 
One was Sen. John E. Downs 
of St. Joseph in the 34th dis­ 
trict — Buchanan, Dekalb, Clin­ 
ton and Caldwell counties. He 
won't have to spend much money 
campaigning. 
Neither 
will Sen. Earl R. 
Blackwell of Hillsboro, whose 
22nd district includes Jeffer­ 
son, Crawford, Washington and 
St. Francois counties.

By LARRY HALL 
Associated Press W riter 
JEFFERSON c m 'A P — Some 
of the state senatorial races 
may turn out tr ae the most 
exciting aspects of the Aug. 2 
primary election in Missouri. 
Much of the interest Is gen­ 
erated by the fact that all ofthe 
17 seats at stake this year arc 
part of the 34 new senatorial 
districts established by a bi­ 
partisan redistricting commis­ 
sion last year. Only the sen­ 
ators In even-numbered dis­ 
tricts run 
this year 
for the 
four-year term s. 
An extra contest is In the 
making as a result of Sen. 
Paul M. B erra's appointment 
as St. Louis city treasurer to 
succeed the late Jack Dwyer. 
B arra, a first term Demo­ 
crat in the 
Senate and former 
House 
appropriations chair­ 
man, Is expected to resign his 
3rd District seat Monday. 
His successor will be chosen 
at a special election which could 
be sot to coincide with either 
the primary or general elec­ 
tion. 
When filings closed April 26, 
two incumbent senators, both 
Democrats, were home free 
without either prim ary or gen­ 
eral election opposition. 
One was Sen. John E. Downs 
of St. Joseph in the 34th dis­ 
trict — Buchanan. Dekalb, Clin­ 
ton and Caldwell counties. He 
won't have to spend much money 
campaigning. 
Neither 
will Sen. Earl R. 
Blackwell of Hillsboro, whose 
22nd district Includes Jeffer­ 
son, Crawford, Washington and 
St. Francois counties. 
Both are lawyers and able de­ 
baters, You'll be hearing mon* 
from thorn In the next four 
years. Blackwell was announced 
recently as the winner of a St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat award 
as 
showing 
most growth 
in 
leadership. Downs is a staunch 
administration supporter. 
Seven other incumbents were 
nominated without a primary 
struggle but will face general 
election opposition.

The Senate's only Negro mem­ 
ber; Sen.

Ray­ 
mond B. Hopfinger, O Florcuin 
tile 14th; Sen. Don Owens, R- 
Gerald, thrown Into tile new 20th 
and who will have tough general 
election opposition; and San. 
Richard M. Webster. R-Car­ 
ra g e , in the new 32nd. 
One of the toughest battles is 
expected to tie for the Demo­ 
cratic nominees 
to

Owens in the general election. 
The candidates are Rep. Mel

THE SUPREME COURT 
OF THE UNITED STATES 
A Review of the 1964 Term 


XI. BIRTH CONTROL 
‘‘If at first you don’t succeed, 
try, try again.” The validity 
of this motto of American op­ 
tim ism was dem onstrated anew 
in the 1964 term in what surely 
will rank as the court’s m ost 
celebrated case of the judicial 
year. 
The indefatigable pro­ 
fessors of Yale University Law 
School, whose effort to doom 
Connecticut’s anti-birth control 
law for the past twenty years 
heretofore 
has 
resulted in 
nothing more useful than Su­ 
prem e Court opinions to fill 
the casebooks of law students 
on 
“ standing,” 
“ rip en ess,” 
“ justiciability,” and other ex- 
#■ cuses the Court uses for duck­ 
ing questions it does not want 
to decide, finally succeeded in 
overturning the statute. The 
«. only rem arkable thing is that 
never has a law for which so 
few had any kind words lasted 
so long against such determ ined 
attack. 
In Griswold v. Connecticut, the 
Court held unconstitutional a 
statute that makes it a crim e 
to use contraceptives or to ad- 
* vise anyone to use them. The 
opinion of the Court was w rit- 
i ten by M r. Justice Douglas, who 


m stretched the F irst Amendment 
beyond the breaking point to 
enunciate 
a 
constitutionally- 
protected “ richt of privacy” 
* which would likewise be ap­ 
plicable to the States via the 
Fourteenth Amendment. In ad- 
* dition, with typical im precision, 
he also threw the Third Amend­ 
ment (quartering of soldiers in 
private 
houses), 
the Fourth 
Amendment 
(unreasonable 
search and seizure), the Fifth 
Amendment 
(self-incrim ina- 
tion), and finally the catch-all 
Ninth Amendment at the statute. 
* 
The opinion, as a consequence, 
contained a vast deal of rub­ 
bish. To talk, as M r. Justice 
* Douglas does, about “ a zone 
of privacy” created by various 
amendments is sim ply to chase 
1 oneself around in circu lar rea­ 
soning. It can just as reason- 
* ably be argued that the sundry 
amendments 
are 
the lim its 
of 
constitutionally protected 
privacy as it can be argued that 
* they m erely illustrate a list of 
- examples to which the Court can 
* add as it chooses. M r. Justice 
Douglas concluded with all the 
stops out; 
“ We deal with a right of p ri- 
* vacy older than the Bill of 
Rights — older than our po- 


~ litical parties, older than our 
“ school system . M arriage is a 
^coming together for better or 
for worse, hopefully enduring, 
* and-'intim ate • to the degree of 
■&*ing sacred. It is an asSo- 
■ ci.ition that promotes a w'ay of 
life, not causes; a harmony in 
* living, 
not political faiths, a 
bilateral loyalty, not com m er­ 
cial or social projects. Yet it 
is an association for as noble 
a purpose as any involved in

our prior decisions.” 
Mr. Justice Goldberg wrote a 
concurring opinion in which the 
Chief Justice and Mr. Justice 
Brennan joined. He stated that 
the Fourteenth Amendment, al­ 
though not incorporating the Bill 
of Rights wholesale, does pro­ 
tect “ those specifics of the 
first ' eight 
amendments and 
which 
express 
fundamental 
personal rights.” This is, of 
course, 
Professor Fairm an’s 
position which Mr. Justice Har­ 
lan adopted in Pointer v. Texas. 
Mr. Justice Goldberg then went 
on to the Ninth Amendment. He 
guardedly 
refrained from as­ 
serting that the Ninth Amend­ 
ment was incorporated bodily 
into the Fourteenth Amendment, 
or that it gave the Court a blank 
check on which to create any 
rights that the Court chose. In­ 
stead, 
he merely stated that 
this amendment illustrated that 
the word “ liberty” in the Four­ 
teenth Amendment is not re­ 
stricted to the confines of the 
first eight amendments, as the 
dissenters believed. Mr. ju s ­ 
tice Goldberg then concluded 
that the right to determ ine the 
size of one’s family is “ funda­ 
m ental,” and hence protected 
by the Fourteenth Amendment. 
Indeed, he so far ended in the 
Harlan camp as to quote from 
a dissent by Mr. ju stic e Har­ 
lan in a prior birth-control 
case.

The Senate passed the Wild 
Rivers B ill at the last ses­ 
sion, and included the Eleven 
Points as one of the rivers. 
Several others were added on 
the floor of the Senate. Some of 
the people back home did not 
want their rivers to be a mem­ 
ber of the system, so the idea 
seems to be all but dead. 
Now Rep. John B. Saylor (R-
